NEIGHBOR IS HELD FOR 
ACTION BY GRAND JURY 


Mack Swain, Who Is Said to 
Have Picked Up Planted 
Package, Stoutly Denies Any 
Knowledge of Affair 


(Special Dispatch to The Journal.) 

DOUGLAS, Ga., Sept. 30.—An alleged 
attempt on the part of persons whose 
identity is not known to black mail J. J. 
Dorminy, a prominent sawmill man of 
Broxton and former cashier of the Ex- 
change National bank of Fitzgerald, out 
of $1,000 in currency has resulted in 
the arrest of Mack Swain, a neighbor of 
Mr. Dorminy. 


Last Thursday morning Mr. Dorminy 
received an anonymous letter directing 


him to place $1,000 in currency at a 
designated point on a creek bank near 
Broxton, Friday, at 11 a. m. eH was not 
to take any one into his confidence, and 
the letter went on to declare that un- 
less he complied with the demands of 
the writer he would be assassinated, 

Mr. Dorminy showed the letter to the 
sheriff of Coffee county and to several 
of his close friends. They advised him 
to frame up a ruse on his would-be 
blackmailers, which he did. He tied up 
a package of papers resembling cur- 
yenecy and at the appointed hour drove 
out alone in his automobile to the se- 
cluded spot on the creek bank. The 
package was deposited™at the place set 
out in the letter. 

In the meantime, however, the sheriff 
and several of Mr. Dorminy’s friends 
had secreted themselves in the bushes 
nearby. After leaving the package Mr. 
Dorminy drove back into Broxton. A 
short while later Swain is said to have 
appeared and picked up the package. 

The sheriff and his party emerged 
from the bushes and placed the man 
under arrest, taking him to the county 
jail at Douglas. Swain vigorously de- 
nied being the author of the letter to 
Mr. Dorminy and declared he just hap- 
pened to come across the package and 
picked it up out of curiosity. The mat- 
ter will be presented to the grand jury. 

Mr. Dorminy is a brother of Dr. E. J. 
Dorminy, of Fitzgerald. former repre- 


sentative in the state legislature from 
Ben Will county. 


FRANK TRIAL MOTION 
READY FOR SOLICITOR 


Amended Motion to Be Served 
on Dorsey Wednesday—Hear- 
ing Later Before Hill 


The amendment to the motion for a 
new trial for Leo M. Frank, convicted 
of the murder of Mary -Phagan, will be 
served upon Solicitor General Hugh M. 
Dorsey during the day Wednesday, to- 
gether with the defense’s brief of the 
evidence. 

The motion and the brief will both be 
voluminous affairs, and in the former 
Attorney-Luther Z. Rosser is expected 
to ask a new trial on many different 
counts. 4 

In fact, the trial will probably be 
thoroughly covered, the defense asking 
for a new trial on practically every 
point, where it was originally overruled. 

In addition to the legal points, where 
the court held against the defense, it is 
expected the amendment will ask a new 
trial on the ground that the crowd in 
the court room on several occasions ap- 
plauded when the solicitor scored, and 
that the jury heard the crowds in front 
of the court house when they would 
cheer Dorsey as he left the building. 
The public sentiment against Frank will 
play a part in the document, 

It is definitely known that efforts 
have been made by the defense to col- 
lect evidente showing that some of the) 
jurors were prejudiced, when they were 
sworn, and it is considered probable 
that this charge will be made in the 
amendment. The document, herever, 
will not contain affidavits or other evi- 
dence to this effect. Any evidence that 
jurors expressed prejudice or convic- 
tion before the trial will be held until | 
the hearing of the motion. 

One of the principal points upon which | 
it is expected the motion will be based 
is that Judge L. S. Roan erred in ad- 
|mitting Jim Conley’s testimony~ rela- 
tive-to alleged previous transactions of 
rank, and other testimony, which was 
introduced to corroborate his state- 
ments. 

The incident, where Judge Roan was 
lreading a newspaper the the headlines 
fof which are alleged to have been seen 
by the jurors, will probably be used. 

The defense throughout the four 
weeks of Frank’s trial was constantly 
abjecting to the testimony of state 5 
witnesses, and the statements brought 
out on cross-examination of its ow 
witnesses by the solicitor. In a number; 
jef instances the court ruled with the 
istate and each one of these fs expected 
ito furm a count in the motion. 
| The hearing of the Frank motion is 
| next Saturday. It would be 
practically impossible for the solicitor 
general to prepate his answer by Sat- 
urday. and the idea that the motion 
will actually be argued then is not seri- 
ously considered.

Atlanta Police, Receive Myste- 
rious Letter From. Nash- 
ville, Tenn, 


A wierd charge of mistreatment and 

kidnapinge’ of a young boy heir to con- 
siderable wealth in Tennessee, and of a 
concocted story that the boy had died, 
reached the Atlanta police Tuesday in 
a letter signed by the name of M. A. 
Allen, the writer giving his address as 
306 Sixth avenue, North, Nashville, 
Tenn. And peculiarly enough it chanced 
almost immediately under the eye of an 
Atlantian who is related closely to the 
principals named in the letter and who 
denounced the whole communication as 
a crack-brained hoax. This Atlantian 
does not know Mr. Allen, but he did de- 
clare that there is no boy heir, inas- 
much as the man named as the boy’s 
father never has married. That same 
man, said he, is his uncle, 
* The letter is written with pencil on 
coarse paper and some of the words are 
misspelled. It is dated at the address 
given, and reads as follows: 

“There is a large reward offered for 
information concerning a boy of the en- 
closed, description. He is the son of 
Mr. Tine Bradley, of Franklin, Tenn., 
and Miss (here is given the maiden 
name of a young woman who is mar- 
ried.) : 

“Mr. Bradley left the child in care of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bew B. Ewin, his niece, 
of Franklin, Tenn., ana was absent from 
Franklin for several years. He was told 
upon his return that the child had died 
in May last. The boy is heir to consid- 
erable property, and the child has been 
most inhumanly treated while in the 
custody of Mr. and Mrs. Ewin, and his 
infirmities are the result of the cruel 
usage he has received. He is the grand- 
son of Mr. Robert Bradley. of Franklin, 
Tenn., who will alse say a reward for 
his recovery. 

“I believe him to be with Madame 
Minnie Lormby, and that he was brought 
to Atlanta by the servant in the em- 
ploy of Ben D. Ewin, by the name of 
Andrew Hightower. 

“The relatives of Mr. Bradley have 
said this child was dead, for property 
reasons, in order to hide from nis father 
his pitiful condition. I enclosed de- 
scription of the boy. 

“Age, seven years; gray or blue eyes; 
about seventy-five pounds in weight: 
one leg amputated above the knee; 
blind in one eye, lid remains closed; 
teoth missing from lower jaw. I think 
that his skull has been trepanned. He 
used two crutches in May, 1913. I 
think his name is Robert. 

(Signed) “M. A. ALLEN.” 

The police are disposed mot to give 
the letter much credence, especially in 
view of the statement made by the At- 
lantian who happened to see it. This At- 
lantian does not wish to be known pub- 
liely. 

“Mr. Tine Bradley is my uncle,” said 
he Tuesday. “He is over fifty years 
old. Mr. Robert H. Bradley is my grand- 
father. He is ninety-five years old. He 
is living now with Mr. Tine Bradley in 
Franklin. Both he and his son 4are/ 
wealthy. If Mr. Tine Bradley is mar | 
ried, I know nothing of it. He married 
in Chicago a number of years ago, but 
his wife died there not long afterward 
and he never had any children. If he 
had a son, that son would be my first 
cousin. He has been back in Franklin 
for the last several years, looking after 
his father. | 

“Either this letter is a hoax or it is 
the imagining of some crazy man. There 
is no foundation to anything it says 
about a son of Tine Bradley,”

“Willful neglect” and “extreme cruel- 
ty” are said to have been the grounds 
upon which Mrs. Cuyler, as she has 
preferred to be Known, won her freedom} 
from Mr. Telemon Cruger Smith Cuyler, 
of Atlanta. The court bestowed upon 
her also the custody of the couple’s two 
children, Grace and John Barton, both 


minors. : 
Mrs. Cuyler’s Atlanta friends expect 
now that she will return to New York 


and re-establish her residence there, 
where she has a beautiful and luxuri- 
ously appointed -home. Recently er 


brother, John Barton, a man of wealth, 
deeded to the children some valuable 
property in the fashionable district of 
San Francisco, and Mrs. Cuyler is said 
to have applied for letters of guardian- 
ship in the matter. 

The divorced husband is Known well 
in Atlanta, where he is at present, after 
years of absence with his wife in other 
cities of the United States and Europe. 
He is remembered particularly by many 
people who do not know him personally, 
because by process of law a number of 
years ago he changed his name from 
Cuyler Smith to Smith Cuyler, He spent 
several months of the past summer at 
his mother’s home at Wayside, near 
Macon, Ga. He and his mother, Mrs. 
Henry Hunter Smith, and his mother’s 
frtend, Mrs. Edward Haile, are stopping 
now at the Aragon hotel in Atlanta. 

CUYLER IS SILENT. 

When seen in the offices of his attor- 
neys, James W. Austin and Young H. 
I‘raser, in the Atlanta National bank 
building;- Mr. Cuyler declared that he 
did not care to discuss, for publication, 
any personal matters. “I will talk on 
any other subject,” he said, “but I 
would rather not have anything to say 
about my personal affairs. Right now I 
am very much interested in getting up 
some historical data in reference to 
unclaimed lands in Georgia, or rather 
lands that have no grants and belong 
undisputedly to the state, though in 
some instances towns have grewn up on 
them and tall buildings stand on the 
state's property.

WALTER ANDREWS NAMED 
‘READ OF B16 COMMITTEE 


President Asks Him to Invite 
Many Nations to Panama 
Exposition

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30,—President 
Wilson and Secretary of State Bryan 
have designated Walter P. Andrews as 
chairman of a commission, consisting of 
three to visit the nations bordering upon 


-|the Mediterranean sea to tender an in- 


vitatien both to the officials and the 
commercial organizations to participate 
in the kanema exposition at San Fran- 
cisco. The courtesies of the trip under 
this particular appointment will also be 
extended to Mrs. Andrews, and it is ex- 
pected that she will make the trip also. 

Mr. Andrews was one of the earliest 
supporters of President Wilson in Geor- 
sia. As chairman of the Young Men’s 
Democratic league with Governor Hoke 
Smith, he aided in the entertainment of 
Gevernor Wilson when he visited Geor- 
gia to speak at the commercial con- 
gress. Mr. Andrews subsequently was 
president of the first Wilson club that 
Was organized in the south. 

Mr. Andrews’ name was suggested for 
the position of consul general to Paris. 
It is known here that the president 
would have designated him for the po- 
sition of consul general but-for the fact 
that he reached the conclusion that no 
outsiders should be appointed to the ad-. 
vanced consular positions but that it 
was his duty in the development of the 


consular service to promote men who 
had already seen service to the higher 
positions. 


The tender of the chairmanship of 
this important commission to Mr. An- 
drews by the president and secretary of 
State really gives him a position of 
higher standing than that of consul gen- 
eral at Paris, and the work entrusted 
to Lis charge is most interesting and im- 
portant. It will bring him in contact 
with not only the heads of the leading 
business organizations, but with the 
crown heads and prominent officials of 
al] the great countries bordering upon 
the Mediterranean. 

{It is expected here that the commis- 
sion will sail within thirty days and a

Although there was considerable in- 
terest in the city primary Tuesday on 
account of three hotly contested alder- 
manic races and several lively contests 
for councilmen, the vote during the 
morning has been light. Unfavorable 
weather conditions probably kept many 
away from the polls. The probability is, 
however, that more voters will go to 
the polls as the day wears on. At noon 
the voting picked up considerably and 
during the late afternoon there will be 
another rush, which will swell the to- 
tal number of ballots cast. 

WOODWARD'S ATTITUDE. 

Especial attention has been attracted 
to the primary because of the fact that 
Mayor Woodward is openly supporting 
certain candidates and opposing others; 
because the ministers of several local 
churches touched upon the political sit- 
uation in their last Sunday eveving 
sermons, and because the Men and Re- 
ligion Forward Movement has  pub- 
lished bulletins calling upon the voters 
to cast their ballots for those candi- 
dates who will uphold Police Chief 
Beavers in his reform crusade. 

The “open town” issue has somehow 
crept into the campaign, although none 
of the candidates have announced them- 
selves as favoring an “open town.” The 
fartherest any of them has gone has 
been to declare for a more liberal con- 
struction of the laws and a more liberal 
administration of the city government. 
This hag been construed by the minis- 
ters and those behind the Men and Re- 
ligion Forward Movement to mean that 
the liberal candidates were in reality 
advocating an “open town.” 

Mayor Woodward has given out a 
statement in which he charges that the 
“open town” issue was injected by his 
opponents for the purpose of directing 
the attention of the voters away from 
the real issues—which he says are those 
of economy in the administration of 
the city’s business and charter reform. 

HOW WOODWARD STANDS. 

“Liberal interpretation of our laws 
and a people’s administration against 
extravagance and waste are the issues,” 
declares the mayor. “The people of 
Atlanta know how I stand on all issues. 
I think that was clearly shown in my 
last mayoralty campaign. I hope to sees 
aldermen and councilmen elected who 
will co-operate with me to give the city 
a good administration. Some of those 
who are seeking re-glection have demon- 
strated that they would be willing to 
sink the city in a spoonful of water 
in order to hit me.” 

Final rallies were held Monday even- 
ing by a number of the candidates. The 
polls opened Tuesday morning at 7 
o'clock and will remain open until 7 
o’clock in the evening. Secretary J. O. 
Cochran, of the city executivve commit- 
tee, states that the election is pro- 
gressing smoothly and without a hitch 
of any kind. 

All aldermanic candidates are voted 
on by the city at large, while candi- 
dates for council are voted on only by 
the wards which they aspire to represent 
in eouncil. The total registration is 
11,139. 

Mayor Woodward has thrown his in- 
fluence to C. C. McDonald, Third ward 
eandidate for alderman against James 
E. Warren, who is sceking re-election; 
to R. R. Jackson, Third ward candidate 
for council who is opposing the re- 
election of Councilman Orville Hall; to 
Amos Braselion, Fourth ward candi- 
date for alderman against Councilman 
Albert Thomson; to W. A. Hancock,

For Cattle Raising Industry. 
Newton and Oconee have been added to the honor 
roll of Georgia counties that are free from the cattle

the cattle tick, these counties have taken a long 
stride forward in the live stock industry and also 
in general agricultural interests. Their lands should 
be worth more, their business as well as farming 
enterprises should enjoy a larger measure of pros- 
perity, and every field of their people's common 
welfare should be enriched as a result of this one 
accomplishment, 

Keen observers of agricultural and commercial 
conditions in Georgia agree that one of the great 
needs of this State is the production of more cattle. 
It has been estimated that Se rgia now spends 
something Ike a hundred and seventy million dol- 
lars a year in importing food products, among which 


meat is an especially important item, products 


which could be raised easily and cheaply at home. 
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Iowa, whove area ia practically the same as Geor- 
gia’s, and whose soil and climate are no more 
advantageous, if as much so, is exporting each year 
over two hundred million dollars worth of animal 
products. 

Why is it that Georgia falis so far behind in an 
industry to which her natural resources are 80 
invitingly adapted? The answer hangs upon several 
circumstances, Until recent years our farmers have 
for the most part limited themselves to a single 
crop, cotton, and have neglected their abundance of 
other opportunities, They have not produced corn 
enough for their immediate needs. They have not 
produced hay and other forage necessary to cattle 
raising. Furthermore, they have not taken due pains 
to protect such cattle as they had against ruinous 
pests. 

Fortunately, however, each of these deficiencies 
is now being recognized and gradually remedied. 
Cotton no longer monopolizes the soil; at least there 
The 
is steadily increasing in quality and 


is a hopeful tendency away from that old folly. 
corn crop 
volume. Food crops of all kinds are receiving more 
generous and more competent attention. The pop- 
ular emphasis now placed upon the raising of hay, 
oats, alfalfa and like product: is evidenced by the 
fact that they are to be featured at nearly all the 
county fairs to be held this autumn and at the State 
fair at Macon. Somewhat slowly, perhaps, but none 
the less surely, the difficulties that hitherto have 
stood in the way of cattle raising are being over- 
come. 

Of particular importance in this regard is the 
steady elimination of the cattle tick. Until this work 
is well advanced, the State as a whole will have 
scant opportunity to realize its rich natural advan- 
tages for the cattle industry. 
are encouraging, 


The results thus far 
but they represent a mere frag- 
ment of what remains to be done. It is to be hoped 
that the example of Newton and Oconee counties 
will arouse all others that are still infested with 
the cattle tick to speedy and vigorous effort. Thus 
only can Georgia be fully prepared to enter upon 
the cattle raising industry which means so much to 
her agricultural ard her every other interest.

Wise Railroad Policy. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad has shown a whole- 
some public spirit in announcing its purpose to 
dispose voluntarily of its coal mine properties in 
keeping with a requirement of State and federal 
law. The constitution of Pennsylvania forbids a 
common carrier to hold stock in a mining company, 
though this provision does not. strictly apply to 
ownership established prior to its adoption. The 
Hepburn act, however, is conclusive on this point 
and makes it illegal for a railroad to be financially 
interested in the production of a commodity it must 
transport. The obvious design of the law is to pro- 
tcc. public interest. against monopoly and to assure 
free commerce. 

The noteworthy and commendable fact in the 
Pennsylvania’s policy is that it has not sought to 
resist or evade these statutes, and has not waited 
to be fcrced into compliance. “While the Govern- 
ment has initiated proceedings to disassociate other 
railways from anthracite properties,” says the New 
York Herald, “it has taken no action against the 
Pennsylvania. In voluntarily taking action to place 
itself in accordance with the law, the Pennsylvania 
gives evidence of sagaeious management and at the 
same time sets an example which might well be 
imitated by other corporations.” 

The attitude of this great railway system is that 
which all truly progressive public service companies 
are assuming. The railroads that have prospered 
most within the past few years, and that will con- 
tinue to thrive, are those which recognize the com- 
munity’s rights and respect the community's wiil, 
those which take their place among the country’s 
common interests, asking no special favors, seeking 
no undue influence, but striving competently to give 
the best possible service and to help themselves by 
helping the public. The representative railroads of 
the South today are doing much to develop agricul- 
tural interests and to upbuild the section, and they 
are finding this policy mane. and profitable,

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City Employment Bureaus

The American people, it is repeatedly asserted, do 
not want paternalism. 

but how about maternalism? 

Would it not be a good idea for the government, 
for the city, for instance, which is The People in their 
collective person, to do a little rational Mothering? 

Haven't we progressed far enough to feel a few 
municipal sins and municipal responsibilities? 

Has the city, like the corporation, no soul? 

We do have some civic heart; we make public 
parks, and have public libraries and hospitals and 
schools and—-prisons. But the most important thing. 
the thing tuat comes nearer home “to men’s business 
and bosoms,” we do not undertake. 

That which every human being in the city is most 
interested in is getting a job. 

The most living issue for man, woman and child is 
finding one’s work. 

This becomes more painfully and vitally true the 
nearer one is to the starvation line; md the unfor- 
tunate rule is that the nearer one is to being down 
and out the harder it is to find work, 

In the great march of the race it is the lambs and 
the crippled sheep that are trampled under foot. 

Why should not the city take upon iteslf to provide 
the necessary machinery to bring workers and employ- 
ment together? In other words, why not the Munici- 
pal Employment Agency, widespread and systema- 
tized enough to list all demands and supplies for la- 
bor, so that any one wanting work could at least be 
told where to take his hungry hands? 

Thousands today want something to do to earn 
bread. Many a person will read these lines ‘“‘with eye- 
pits red with rust of ancient tears,” for the problem 
of sustenance with them borders upon the question of 
suicide. 

We already have employment agencies, but there 
ar twenty things to be said about them that cannot 
be said here. Suffice it to note that they are pri- 
vately owned and managed for profit. 

It ought not to be that the common necessity of 
the most needy part of the people should be exploited 
for gain. 

The city has its libraries; but it is more pressing 
to get something to do than something to read. 

The city has its charities; but it is vastly better to 
give a man a job than a dole. 

The city has its hospitals; but honest work at the 
right time would prevent more physical breakdowns 
than hospitals heal. 

The city has its police; but an easy means to pro- 
cure work would outvalue whole platoons of blue- 
coats in Keeping the peace. 

The city has its churches, its courts, its parks, its 
markets, its public schools; but what are theSe to 
that wretched army with worn shoes and pinched faces 
that ask of us something to do? : 

It’s not charity, advice, ease, learning, nor any such 
thing they demand, It is a chance to labor—to be 
self-respecting. 

It ought to be possible for any man or woman to 
gv to a city bureau, register his or her name, and be 
directed at once, without pay and without red tape, to 
the places where his or her particular kind of service 
is needed. 

A complete syStem of municipal employment bu- 
reaus is by reason and right the business of the 
Whole People of the City to prevent crime and pauper- 
ism, to promote thrift, and to decently care for “these 
little ones.” 

We punish, teach, correct, convert, instruct, and 
make “move on” the broken-hearted girl treading the 
sidewalk to find a Gecent job. For God’s sake, why 
can't we help her get that which she most wants—a 
chance to be honest? 

Listen, rulers! ‘“‘Who then is that faithful and 
wise servant whom his lord hath made ruler over his 
household to give them meat in due season? Blessed 
is that servant whom his Lord, when He cometh, shall 
find so .doing!” 


What a City Spends | 


A budget exhibit for the purpose of silencing 
grumbling taxpayers is the novel device, not of an 
American city, but of Cologne. The city officials have 
been illustrating the work of the municipality by 
means of models, pictures, diagrams, and charts, ac- 
cording to an account in the London Municipal Jour- 
nal, and have thus been showing the citizens what 
they receive in return for their money. The exhibit 
is housed in a building specially prepared for it, and 
bas been visited every week by thousands of the Co- 
logne taxpayers. The grumblers are reported to have 
been silenced, and it is even said that the grateful 
citizens may rise in a body and demand a general in- 
erease in the salaries and emoluments of their faith- 
tul public servants. The London journal draws a dis- 
tinction between this exhibit and those to which “we 
zie becoming accustomed in this country. Whereas 
the one at Cologne is designed. to show what goes 
with the money, ours are described as designed to ed- 
ucate the people to ask the appropriation of adequate 
sums for municipal needs. The two purposes are not 
unrelated, and any such exhibit might well be planned 
with both of them in mind. Only, the planners, if 
they are public officers, will be wise to see that the 
money is advantageously spent before they make an 
exhibition of what has gone with it!—New York Even- 
ing Post.

Berlin musicians next week will pay homage to 
Camille Saint-Saens, who has accepted an invitation 
from Kaiser’s Royal Opera to be present at the 100th 
performance of the compoSser’s “Samson et Delilah,” 
which will be given with a brilliant cast tomorrow 
night.

A still more interesting event will be the seventy- 
eight-year-old cOmposer’s appearance as piano soloist 
tomorrow noon with the Philharmnic rchestra, under 
the leadership of Oscar Fried, when Saint-Saens wiil 
play his famous Itantasy. All the seats were sold weeks 
ago and the great Frenchman is assured of a rousing 
popular reception. He has been imparting interesting 
views on music to local interviewers, one of his state- 
ments being that he believed he would wield the baton 
at tomorrow’s performance of “Samson et Delilah,” 
“pecause of the mutilated and distorted forms in which 
the opera always has been given in Berlin.” He told 
the kaiser’s impresario general, Count von Hulsen, that 
he would conduct if the overa were given as written. 
“If I don't lead the orchestra tomorrow night,” said 
Saint-Saens, “it will be by way of protest.” 

Saint-Saens declined to be drawn into a discussion 
of “the modern tendencies of German music,’’ which 
rcans Richard Strauss, about whom he expressed him- 
self with some candor when talking with the kaiser a 
few years agc. 


|  Claretie and the Comedie 


For a full quarter of a century and longer Jules 
Claretie has been the director of the Theatre Francais, 
the executive head of the renowned Comedie, a state 
erdowed dramatic troupe and institution organized to 
perpetuate the traditions of the classic stage <nd also 
to keep the French drama a living thing. He had 
been a writer, a journalist, in some way a dramatist, 
but had no other training for theatrical enterprise. He 
had filled his task with ample skill and discretion. 

We have countless theaters and plays without num- 
ber in this country. We have nothing like the Come- 
die Francais and we never shali have unless the people 
feel the need of an endowed institution. A public 
subsidy is out of the question, but private capital will 
be generously advanced for endowment when the de- 
mand for it is made clear. Perhaps the demand will 
never be manifested. 

It must be frankly admitted that the Comedie has 
not made much progress in recent years, It has kept 
alive the classical traditions, to be sure, but it has not 
lately developed young actors of the classical mold. 
French comedy in its best medern estate runs to con- 
versation and much ofthe conversation relates to 
topics which might as well be avoided. In the newer 
forms of drama the Scandinavians and Germans have 
led the way, though the path they have taken is full 
of pitfalls. In France the romantic impulse of Ros- 
tand and Maeterlinck has led to nothing, and the in- 
fluence of the Comedie never extended to those two 
poets. Caretie, however, has not been at fault for 
the dimmed luster of the Comedie Francais. He has 
“kept abreast” of the times, and he retires now be- 
cause he has worked at his not too grateful task long 


enough. 


If Albert Carre succeeds him there will be no great 


change. Carre is an impresario of the same outlook 
who has been subjected to the same influénces, What 
France needs is a more exalted drama, which could be 
of an uplifting, not a debasing, influence. A director 
fer the Comedie might have young blood, high aspira- 
tions, the most alert m-.nd, the most ardent tempera- 
ment, and yet net find the materials wherewith to re- 
construet the heater which arose :

One can scarcely realize that his food supply jg 
jargely dependent upon the moisture that is lifted up 
into the sky from the seas of the antipodes, and car. 

Yet it is a 
fact well known to meteorologists that the water-cap. 
rying winds from the southern seas make possible mij. 
lions of tons of food that we would not get if we had 
to depend solely upon our own hemisphere for our 


supply of moisture,

It is estimated that the average rainfall of the 
earth amounts to twenty-four inches. It varies from 
forty-eight and a half feet, in the region south of the 
brahma Pootra valley, to almost nothing in the Sahara 
desert, The average is highest at the equator ang 
lowest in the polar regions. It is beyond the human 
mind to conceive the vastness of the work of the 
world’s great pump and water-carrier—the sun and the 
wind. A mathematician has calculated that the an. 
nual amount of water taken out of the sea by the sun 
approximates eighty-five trillion tons. In other words, 
it would be sufficient to fill a lake with an area equaj 
to that part of the United States east of the Mississip- 
pi river to a depth of forty miles. To express it in 
yet another way, the average annual rainfall per acrg 
throughout the world approximates 2,700 tons a year

Where there is less than twenty inches of rainfall 
a year the region is said to be semi-arid, until it drops 
down to ten inches of rain, where desert conditions 
prevail. About the highest known momentary rain- 
fall was the record made some years ago in India, 
where at one place it rained thirty inches in a single 
hour. There have been innumerable occasions when a 
thousand tons of water to the acre have fallen in an 
hour,

The energy of the sun, utiiized in the evaporation 
of water, is past imagination. An inkling of its vast- 
ness may be gleaned from the statement that the heat 
given off by the gulf stream is sufficient to drive 
400,000,000 ships like the Lusitania. The heat given 
off by the gulf stream is only an unimaginably small 
fraction of that which the sun sends to the earth in 
its process of pumping up water to irrigate the habita |

There is a general and widespread belief that cll- 
matic changes occur within a few generations, at most, 
and even within the recollection of living men. Some 
attribute the decline of great famines to a greater per- 
centage of seasSonable weather.

The 
United States is so large that there is never a tima 
when a universal shortage is experienced, and the rapid 
methods of interchanging cOmmodities makes it pos- 
sible for one community to meet the needs of another. 
Wuen one looks over the production statistics of the 
department of agriculture, he may discover that in one ~ 
year there was a shortage of corn and in another year 
a shortage of wheat, but the total production of the 
farms of the country’ has seldom varied more than & | 
per cent at the most. New methods of distribution | 
are responsible for the freedom of the population of 
civilized countries today from famine conditions. y

The assertion frequently made is that winters for- | 
merly were colder than they are today, and that sum- — 
mers were hotter, that fewer snows now fall, and that. 
greater floods are experienced. These impressions find 4 
support in the chanves of the distribution of crops and 
the dates of harvest. Grapes, corn and olives are no 
longer cultivated in parts of Europe where formerly) 
they were widely grown. Some point to this as eyl- 
dence of climatic changes. Others point to the fact 
that in fhany parts of the world lakes are drying Up 
or that in other places the river flow seems to be 
greater. But, as a matter of fact, the climate of any 
given place has not changed during historic times. The 
record of the grape harvest of Europe has been key 
since the sixteenth century, and in all that time there 
has been no marked fluctuation.

The next effort was in the direction of the improve 
ment of transportation methods. But, so long 4s the 
ox-cart and the man#driven boat were the only mean’ 
of carrying food into interior regions, starvation fol- 
lowed crop failures. Governments Sought to combat the 
dangers of famine by forbidding the exportation of 
commodities from regions likely to suffer from ¢reP 
failures. But it availed nothing. When railroads were 
built, however, food found new and constant channels 
through which to flew, and wherever they were put 
into regular operation there was litt danger of oF 
cessive famines in spite of crop failures.

The latest method of combating drouths is a 8¢® 
tific one. The agriculturists of the world are ransack- 
ing the earth for drouth-resisting plants, which will 
grow where nothing grew before. Many of these 
plants have been successfully cultivated in our oW® 
country and in the dryer regions abroad. It is confi- 
dently expected by scientific agriculturists that mil- 
lions of acres of semi-arid regions, where irrigation is 
impracticable, by the application of the methods of © 
dry farming and growing drouth-resisting crops, will 
be made to contribute their share of food for the 
world's growing population.

Or, 
those conneeted with the execytive 
committee of these associations if 
they will drop me a postal I will 
be sure of getting a full and com- 
plete list, as some of the secretaries 


may not see this notice. The farmers throughout the south will have lots 
of money this year. Many are in a position to diversify and add to their 
farm either thoroughbred poultry or live stock, and it will pay the breed- 
ers to get their products before the public so that they can see for ‘them- 
selves what they are buying; and while they are now in a position to 
siock their farms with poultry and live stock, many will, take advantage 
of the opportunity, and hundreds of sales can be made by exhibiting at 
these fairs that could never be made otherwise. A farmer, for a few 
dollars invested in either poultry or live stock, can add to his income and 
revenue every year probably more from this small investment than any- 
thing they can do. Many realize and appreciate this fact, and will take 
advantage of the opportunity they have this winter and stock their places 
with good fowls, hogs and cattle. The man who will get out and exhibit 
his products will dispose of many surplus birds, especially males, that he 


cannot sell otherwise. Besides, it enables a breeder to advertise his win- 
nings, and gives him a reputation and stamp of quality upon his birds to 
win even at some of the smaller shows that they could not get if he stayed 
at home 


The poultry shows and fairs are doing more to distribute good poultry 


and live stock and to educate the general public to the possibilities and 
advantages of keeping thoroughbreds more than any other one source of 
distribution, and hundreds are getting the benefits of crossing thorough- 
breds on to native animals by coming in contact with the exhibitors at 
the fairs that would never think of doing so otherwise. By the use of an 
ordinary $3 to $5 male bird any one can add $20 to $50 in extra pounds 
of flesh to their flock of chickens during one year’s raising, or increase 


their egg production from $25 to $100 by adding thoroughbred blood 
through one male to your flock. The same thing can be said of hogs and 
cattle. By the use of a good beef bull 200 to 300 pounds of flesh can be 
added to every calf produced, and from a good dairy bull from one-half to 
a pound of butter extra, or one to two gallons of milk extra can be added 
even by the first cross. And when people once see these benefits, it is no 
trouble for them to go further into details and take hold of the breeding 
of thoroughbreds of even a better quality later on. And through the fairs 
and public exhibitions this work can be brought about and carried on to a 
larger extent than by any other method. Our southern people are fast 
taking hold, but not near so rapidly as they should; but sooner or later 
they will see these advantages and realize that close competition is forcing 
them to get every extra penny they can for their feed and attention, and 
every time an extra dollar can be secured from your efforts on the average 
farm it is just this much gained for your same labor and feed that hereto- 
fore has been wasted on the 
in this country. ‘ 
The thoroughbreds are fast taking the place of the scrubs, and the 
sooner our country is stocked with good thoroughbreds or high grades the 
better off will we be. It will not only increase our profits, but will encour- 
age better displays at the fairs, as the people will have something to ex- 
hibit. As the fair associations have all_provided good premiums and good 
quarters for both live stock and poultry this year, it will pay any breeder 
to make
